CHAENORRHINUM MINUS (SCROPHULARIACEAE) 

NEW TO TEXAS 


Chaenorrbinum minm (L.) Lange [Linaria minor (L.) DesL}, an erect glandu- 
lar-pubescent annual native to Europe (Fernandes 1972), has long been 
Lnown as a widespread weed of disturbed and waste places in the eastern 
United States, particularly in the ballast along railroads (Robinson & Fernald 
1 908 (as Linaria)\ Fernald 1950; Gleason & Croncjuist 1963; Radlord et al. 
1968; Strausbaugh & Core 1978). It has also been reported relatively far to 
the west in states such as Missouri (SteyermarL 1963) ancl Oldahoma (Blair 
1978; Taylor & Taylor 1994), and from eastern Kansas west to eastern North 
Dahota (Holmgren 1986). However, it was not included in the Texas flora 
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ofNorth Centra-l Texas (Diggs et al.), two Texas collections of Chaenorrhinnm 
mìnus from just south of the Red River border with OLlahoma have be- 
come Lnown. One (Taylor & Taylor 10570 , previously at DUR, now at 
BRIT) was collected along a roadside in Fannin County in 1972. A more 
recent collection (Diggs 5748 , BRIT) was obtained from railroad ballast in 
Grayson County in 1994. Because ol the weedy nature of this taxon and 
available appropriate habitat, additional Texas records are expected. 

The species, which is unusual in having a spurred corolla, can be recog- 
nized by the following description: Erect, glandular-pubescent, often 
branched annual herb with stems to 40 cm tall; leaves opposite below to 
opposite or alternate above, the blades linear to oblong-lanceolate, 5—20 
(—35) mm long, 1—3(—8) mm wide, entire; flowers in terminal, indistinct, 
bracteate racemes; pedicels conspicuous, 3—20 mm long in fruit; calyx lobes 
2—5 mm long, subequal, linear to linear-spatulate, obtuse; corollas 4.5—9 

mm long, pale lavender or lilac with yellow palate, with tube, 2-lipped 

limb, and a straight, cylindrical, 1 -3 mm long spur; stamens 4; capsule 3-
